DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding claims 1 , 5, and 7, neither the cited prior art nor a revised prior art 
search yielded a disclosure of error recovery method, in conjunction with all of the other 
claim limitations, including an automatic print continuation and the recovery by user's 
operation for each print continuation error category of a plurality of print continuation 
error categories. This reason is in congruence with the reasons for allowance 
suggested on pages 9 and 10 of the remarks submitted on 6/16/2010. 

Regarding claims 2-4, 6, and 8-15, they depend on an allowed base claim.
